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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 8/4/04 is acknowledged. Claims 21-40 and 75-76 are being 
considered on the merits. 

An attempt to reach an attorney of record in this apphcation was unsuccessful upon 
calling Jones Day. Accordingly, this Office action is sent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, in 
such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his 
invention. ^ 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

No basis or support is found in the present specification for the use of a "controlled 
release preparation" in claim 21. Applicant's specification is directed to the use of an enterically 
coated preparation. The terms a "controlled release preparation" and "enterically coated" are not 
equivalent. Applicant has not indicated where in the specification support or basis is to be found 
for the recitation "controlled release preparation" and a definition thereof 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 21-40 and 75-76 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

To clarify the invention and for internal consistency it is recommended that claims 21 and 
22 be amended to specify that the "therapeutically effective amounf ' is to treat secretory 
diarrhea. 
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Claim 22 is confusing in the recitation of "comprising administering, via the oral route of 
administration, a non-human animal or human suffering from diarrhea". Addition of the term 
"to" before "anon-human" would be remedial. Also, the recitation of a pharmaceutical 
composition "comprising a therapeutically effective amount comprising 0.1 mg to 100 
mg/kg/day of is confusing in that it is uncertain what else the therapeutic amount comprises, or 
its purpose. 

Claims 21 and 22 are incorrect and inconsistent in the recitation of "0.1 mg". The claims 
should be amended to "0.1 mg/kg/day to 100 mg/kg/day " or "0.1 to 100 mg/kg/day". 
Claim 40 lacks proper antecedent basis in claim 22 for "is given between 0. 1 and 40 mg/kg per 
day of the proanthocyanidin polymer composition". Claim 22 is directed to administration of a 
pharmaceutical composition "comprising a therapeutically effective amount comprising 0.1 mg 
to 100 mg/kg/day of an aqueous soluble proanthocyanidin polymer composition", which 
terminology is at least ambiguous. 

In claim 32 the recitation of "cancer and neoplasias" renders the claim confusing. 

Claim 38 fails to find clear antecedent basis in claim 22 on which it ultimately depends 
for "is delivered in animal feed". 

Claim 75 fails to find clear antecedent basis in claim 22 for "the isolated 
proanthocyanidin polymer". 

Claim 36 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. 

Claims 21-40 and 75-76 would be allowable upon resolution of all 35 U.S.C § 1 12 issues. 
There would have been no motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art to treat secretory 
diarrhea with a pharmaceutical composition comprising 0.1 to 100 mg/kg/day of an aqueous 
soluble proanthocyanidin polymer composition at the time the claimed invention was made.. 

No claim is allowed.
